CISED 


(From The Dallas News.) 


ADVERTISEMENTS ARK INFORMATION. 
The man who fails to n td them misses s good op­ 
portunity to learn. Women get most of their in­ 
formation on fashions from, advertisements. Three- 
fourths of the knowledge of our own iuunpn ays* 
t**ni is gained from potent medicine advertisements. 
Ilore than 30 per cent of our advanoed ideas op 
farming art gained from machinery advertisements, 
gad lost hut not least, the things we eat and have 
for meals are the result of reading advertisements. 
Of course many ads are empty and do not give us 
information, but most of them contain the truths 
that govern our conduct. The brainy men of the 
day read the standard advertisements as carefully 
oa they read any other article of the day.

A South Texas candidate for the Legislature 
makes a solemn promise as follows: 
If elected I will take the office knowing that 
the compensation is five dollars per day for sixty 
days and two dollars a day after sixty days, and 
shall subscribe to oath that I will discharge tin* du­ 
ties imposed upon me by law to the best of my abil­ 
ity; and I will not vote to adjourn the legislature 
without passing the appropriation bill and so com­ 
pel the Governor to call an extra session of th** Leg­ 
islature to pass the appropriation bill, etc. 
There is no doubt whatever that this latter sort 
of thing is largely responsible for a serious loss of 
of popular confidence in legislative bodies in this 
country. 
The method of doing it as well as the 
thing done is by many deemed indirect, cowardly 
and suspicious. 
Such tricks arc sometimes turned, 
in effect, by secret ballot. 
The ayes and noes are 
not taken, and no member can he held responsible 
for his vote; or there are other means of purposel.v 
mudding the vote and of thus avoiding direct res­ 
ponsibility'. 
Even in cases in which no shirking 
was intended and no evasion of the per diem law 
or other law was designed, many mistakes arc made 
by legislative bodies that are calculated to excite 
popular suspicion, especially when defeated oppon 
ents of the members arc eager to take advantage of 
every' slip or every' discreditable minor, true or 
false. 
It is worse in Congress than it is even in most 
State Legislatures. 
Pension hills providing for in­ 
fluential friends or the relatives of members (for ap- 
plieants whose petitions have been rejected repeat 
edly by the department) are bound in huge bun 
dies of four or five hundred and rushed through in 
a few* minutes by members of Congress personally 
and politically interested in providing 
by these 
special bills for applicants unable to reach the treas­ 
ury in the regular and lawful way. 
Sometimes no 
record is made by which members can be held res­ 
ponsible for even their pork barrel agreements. The 
Congressional Record may give no report of the 
vote, and even the matter it gives is often false 
and misleading. 
It is not a fair record or a true re­ 
cord. 
All the danger is carefully revised out of 
some speeches, and all kinds of campaign docu­ 
ments and arguments are lugged into it at public 
expense in cases in which such matter was never 
presented in Congress at all. 
There are many plain 
evidences of evasion and deception found in the 
pages of the Congressional Record, and most shock­ 
ing evidences of the fact that it is a cautiously pre­ 
pared campaign document. 
How can the people be censored if, because of 
the results and of oppressive demands upon them 
for which they are unable to hold anybody respon­ 
sible, they have become overly sensitive and sus­ 
picious ? 
Seeing that most of these means of taking unfair 
advantage, of avoiding responsibility, of deceiv­ 
ing the voters, are resorted to in efforts to reach the 
public treasury, who can be astonished to find some 
taxpayers even a trifle unreasonable and unfair in 
their accusations and suspicions f 
More clear, unevuivocal and heart-to-heart pre­ 
election pledges will help some. Such pledges should 
relate not merely to this question of salary, sessions 
of the Legislature, pork barrels of Congress, etc., 
but especially to taxes and to appropriations, favor­ 
ed or opposed by the voters of the State. 
There 
can be a clear and full understanding before elec­ 
tion day just as well as not, if the candidate is will­ 
ing; and if it is really a fair representation of the 
people, and not merely a pretense of that sort of
